75th year 

A NEW rock of ages - the 
sweet variety - has rolled off 
the production line at a con¬ 
fectionery store to celebrate 
Dudley Zoo’s 75th anniver¬ 
sary. 

The attraction celebrates 
its big birthday on May 6. 

And Edward Gray’s of 
Dudley, known locally as 
Teddy Gray’s, has pulled out 
all the stops to deliver a 
special orange version of 
rock, labelled up to mark the 
big birthday. 

Teddy Gray’s, which was 
founded in 1826, has been 
making rock for the zoo 
since it opened in 1937. It is 
normally pink. 

Teddy Gray, aged 76, who 
is joint managing director 
with his sister, Betty, said: 
“We’re making 1,000 sticks 
this time and it will be 
special because it’s for the 
zoo’s 75th anniversary.” 

They are the fifth genera¬ 
tion of the family to run the 
company. 

Teddy Gray’s sticks of 
rock, produced in its factory 
in North Street, were sold 
from a kiosk, where visitors 
could also buy ice cream, at 
the zoo each summer until 
2005. 

The rock will go on sale 
during a special anniversary 
weekend at the zoo on May 5 
and 6, which will include 
children’s entertainers, the 
opening of the £40,000 
Penguin Bay attraction 
there and a “birthday trail”.

Spirit of fun drives Ghostbuster car 


IT HAS taken hundreds of hours of 
hard work during a two-and-a-half 
year period - and now mechanic Tim 
Jordan and car enthusiast Paul Har¬ 
borne are seeing the fruits of their 
labour of love after unveiling a replica 
of the famous car from the hit film 
Ghostbusters. 

The 1960 Cadillac Miller-Meteor 
has been transformed into a replica of 
Ecto-la complete with mock ghost¬ 
capturing equipment. 

The car, which has been painted 
white and has the famous Ghost¬ 
busters logos, will be hired out for 


special occasions such as birthdays. 
Mr Jordan said: “It looks fantastic. 
But it’s not a job for the faint-hearted. 

“These cars were hand-built not 
made in a factory so this has made 
finding parts for the car extremely dif¬ 
ficult.

But to see 
the car finished and looking so good 
has made it more than worth it,” 
added the 42-year-old. 

The end of the project is also a 
poignant moment for the mechanic as 


it is the last car to be fixed up at his 
garage, Tricklicks, off Stallings Lane, 
in Kingswinford. 

He has decided to call time on the 
business due to a drop in demand for 
its services. 

He will now concentrate on the new 
business of renting out the eye-catch¬ 
ing car to party-goers and for wed¬ 
dings as well as other celebrations. 

“There just isn’t the work there 
used to be so I made the hard decision 
to close now before things got worse. 
But I am now planning to be a Ghost¬ 
buster,” he said. 


VISIONS FOR THE 
FUTURE REVEALED 


THE RAPIDLY changing face 
of Stourbridge continues as 
demolition work gains pace - 
while these images provide a 
glimpse of how the town will 
look following a £50million 
redevelopment. 

The ageing Crown Centre will be replaced 
by a modern Tesco supermarket and shopping 
complex breathing new life into the town 
centre. 

Dudley Council has released a series of 
artist’s impressions showing the entrance to 
the new development off Lower High Street as 
well as views from the Ring Road. 

They also show how the town square, which 
hosts the iconic town clock, will be improved 
to make it more attractive to shoppers. 

One of the images, provided by Hertford¬ 
shire based architects Saunders Partnership, 
shows the view of the development from 
nearby Coventry Street. 

The new Tesco store which is being created 
in place of the existing Crown Centre, will 
bring with it 400 new jobs and a 550 space-car 
park. 

The council’s director of urban environ¬ 
ment, John Millar, said: “Now that Bell Street 
multi-storey car park has been demolished it 
is time to start looking forward to this exciting 
development. 

“It is the most significant investment in 
Stourbridge in decades and we are confident it

will bring an increased footfall to the town.” 

The demolition of the Crown Centre is 
continuing before preparation work for the 
new underground car park gets under way. 

It is expected to take another seven weeks 
for demolition work to be completed. 

Contractors are also busy removing 
debris left behind by the old multi-storey car 
park in Bell Street. 

The car park was brought down using 
explosives on the morning of April 1. 

About 30kg of high-speed explosives were 
put inside the ailing concrete car park by 
demolition experts. 

Christmas 

Once the demolition work has been com¬ 
pleted, contractors will begin to dig out the 
site for much of the rest of this year in prepa¬ 
ration for the new underground car park. 

Construction work on the supermarket is 
expected to start early next year and bosses 
want it to be open in time for Christmas. 

Retired fashion designer Joann Willetts, 
aged 83, who lives at Baylie Court, in Green 
Street, which is opposite the development 
site, said she was “amazed” by the changing 
landscape of the town. 

“It has made such a difference since the 
car park was knocked down. I think it looks 
so much better. 

I am looking forward to watching them 
build next,” she added.

Teenagers 
facing egg 
ban in shop 
crackdown 

A SHOP in Wordsley has 
imposed a ban on selling 
eggs to under-18s to help 
crack down on anti-social 
behaviour. 

Staff at the Spar store, in 
Lawnswood Road, intro¬ 
duced the strict ban after 
eggs sold to younger 
teenagers were thrown at a 
nearby house. 

And bosses said the rule, 
normally reserved for the 
sale of alcohol and ciga¬ 
rettes, had been supported 
by the community. Signs 
have been put up at tills in 
the shop telling customers of 
the policy. 

They read: “Due to recent 
activities in the local area we 
are unable to sell eggs to 
anyone under 18 years of 
age. Sorry for any inconven¬ 
ience.” 

Staff at the store said the 
scheme had been backed by 
local policing teams in the 
area who even helped 
provide some of the signs. 

Manager of the 
Lawnswood Road store Sue 
Williams said they had to 
take action after problems. 

“We decided to take the 
step after there was an inci¬ 
dent where eggs were sold to 
16-year-olds. Around 30 
minutes later we were 
visited by the police who said 
the eggs had been thrown at 
a house. Since then we have 
followed this policy.”

Easing the pressure on health

PORTABLE blood pressure machines are 
being handed out to GP surgeries across 
Dudley borough. They will improve the way 
doctors diagnose whether patients have the 
condition and reduce the number of unnec¬ 
essary appointments. 

Anyone suspected of having high blood 
pressure will be sent home by their GP and 
asked to wear a monitor for 24 hours. The 


results will then be analysed by the doctors 
before any treatment is prescribed. 

At the moment it is checked in the surgery 
and then the patient is invited back for addi¬ 
tional readings to be taken so an average 
measurement can be calculated. 

The ABPM machines have been provided 
by Dudley Clinical Commissioning Group 
after changes in the national guidelines.

PLANS for a £6 million health 
centre in Lye have been 
lodged with council chiefs. 

NHS Dudley has been drawing up 
the designs for the complex which will 
built on land between Clinic Drive and 
Jackson Street.

A BLACK COUNTRY man’s fancy, 
more often than not, was a 
pigeon, with local men in the late 
19th and early 20th century 
cooing sweet nothings over their 
birds. 

Pigeon keeping was a popular pastime in 
the Black Country, not only for the sport of 
racing but also as a source of extra meat and 
eggs. 

Pigeon fanciers lavished attention on 
their feathered friends in the hope they 
hatched into champion racers or bred a 
much-prized pedigree “squeaker”, and 
brightly painted pigeon lofts were a distinc¬ 
tive feature of the landscape. 

Top of the pigeon-fancying pecking order 
was Charles Purslow who achieved 
celebrity-status in Bilston pigeon flying 
circles. 

Over a 70 year period his flock won an 
array of awards. Mr Purslow knew all his 
birds by name, his favourites being those

who won the most races and two of his 
favourites were “Peggy” and “Bilston Blue”. 

He would often take his tea up to the loft 
and wait all day for the birds to return. 

For almost 100 years Charles’ pigeon loft 
nestled next to Bilston Fire Station, which is 
now alongside the Black Country Route, 
housing around 30 birds. 

Charles used to race on the southern 
circuit, which he preferred as this included 
channel crossing races. 

Later the club changed to flying on the 
north circuit. They would start short train¬ 
ing races from March, taking the pigeons on 


the transporter on a Friday for the start of 
the race on Saturday. The winner of the race 
would then be announced on Saturday 
night. 

Mr Purslow was also a member of the 
national pigeon service during the war, in 
which the birds were used to take messages 
into occupied territory. 

Clare Weston, Curator of Domestic and 
Cultural Life said: “Charles’ flock did its bit 
for the war effort. During the Second World 
War his pigeons were conscripted as mes¬ 
senger birds, along with 20,000 other 
pigeons, into the AIF Pigeon Service.” 

There were 32 pigeons awarded the 
Dicken Medal, the animal Victoria Cross, for 
gallantry or devotion during the Second 
World War. The first recipients of the award, 
in December 1943, were three pigeons, 
serving with the Royal Air Force. 

So next time you’re in the garden, take 
another look at that pigeon on your bird 
table - his ancestor may well have changed 
the course of history.

Claims on NHS from

Vetting procedures are carried out by pri¬ 
vately run companies - “referral gateways” - before a 
patient is allowed or not, to visit a hospital consultant. 

Much depends upon the company’s assessment, as to who 
is allowed through the gateway. The procedure is growing in 
parts of the country.

Public indifference and 
obliviousness are two factors to be overcome, if the NHS is 
to remain free and accessible.

Firm celebrates end of biggest order

A MANUFACTURING busi¬ 
ness split between sites in 
Stourbridge and Kingswin- 
ford has completed its 
biggest ever order. 

A £500,000, 6mm plate leveller was 
ordered from Evans and White Manu¬ 
facturing in September by German 
group Klockner for its ASD Metal Serv¬ 
ices business in Durham. 

Evans and White held an open day 
last week at its premises in Dawley 
Brook Road, Kingswinford, to show off 
the completed machine and its new 
manufacturing facilities. 

These include computer numerically 
controlled machinery. 

The plate leveller began its journey 


to ASD - one of the biggest independ¬ 
ent steel distributors - last Thursday. 

Works manager David Cook said: “It 
has been a challenging project but it 
has involved learning a lot and has 
been an enjoyable process.” 

“We pooled our experience of 
machine building and design of steel 
processing equipment with the practi¬ 
cal knowledge of ASD’s metal service 
flat products directors and mainte¬ 
nance personnel,” he explained. 

“The machine has been designed to 
cater for the every changing steel envi¬ 
ronment with higher yield materials 
for the automotive and construction 
sectors, and flatter and fully stable 
material for laser cutting and auto¬ 
mated processes, and to the environ¬ 
mental efficiencies of taking larger 


coils from the mill to reduce steel miles 
and scrap wastages.” 

Many of the parts were made at the 
12,00sq ft works in Canal Street, 
Stourbridge, with the final machine 
put together at Kingswinford. 

The controls and drive systems 
where designed and built by BES con¬ 
trols in its Brierley Hill factory using 
touch screen and process control soft¬ 
ware and the machine move and instal¬ 
lation will be carried out by JAC 
Engineering Services, from Dudley. 

Evans and White, which has been 
going for 56 years, employs 20 people at 
its two sites. It took on two extra staff 
for the contract, including an appren¬ 
tice, and plans to take on two further 
staff as it gears up to win new orders.

IT MAY not look seaworthy yet but 
this £1 million powerboat being 
built in Dudley is just months 
away from a world record 
attempt. 

Work is nearing completion on the 90ft 
long and 16ft wide boat, which is called 
Accomplish More. It has been completely 
handmade at Micklewrights Structures in 
Dudley after the firm was chosen by adven¬ 
turer Alan Priddy. He hopes to beat the 
existing 61-day record for sailing around the 
world and is planning to set off with his 
team in November. 

The team has spent recent weeks fitting 
out the interior of the vesse. 

The hull shape was created from a frame 
to which aluminium plates have been 
shaped, reducing the build time and the 
amount of welding needed. 

Mr Priddy said he wanted skilled metal 
workers to make the boat rather than boat 
builders. 

The aluminium sheets for the powerboat, 
which will be bright red when finished, have 
been supplied by Blackburn Metals, based in 
nearby Kingswinford. 

Mr Priddy, a 58-year-old engineer from 
Portsmouth, let visitors take a closer look at 
the boat. He said: “I am very pleased with 
how work is progressing. It has changed a 
lot recently particularly the inside. We have 
| just about finished the technical engineer¬ 
ing before we start the cosmetic work. 

“Overall it is going very well and everyone 
is very excited.” 

Among those who visited the factory, 
which is on the Thornleigh Trading Estate, 
was Trevor Dean from Hagley, who took 
along nine-year-old grandson Liam Allen. 

Keen photographer Mr Dean, aged 65, 
said he was impressed by its size. 

“I think it is spectacular. It is going to look 
fantastic when it is completed. I read about 
the open day and decided to come along to 
take some pictures as it is something so 
unusual,” he said.

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80 years 
of safety 
is a Gem 
of driving 

ROAD safety organisation and breakdown 
cover provider GEM Motoring Assist is cele¬ 
brating its 80 th anniversary and 80 years of 
road safety campaigning. 

Formed in 1932 to champion 
road safety, GEM now supports 
conferences, award schemes and 
research. GEM continues to 
back national and local road 
safety campaigns, donating 
equipment for training, assess¬ 
ment and vision screening, and 
producing free motoring advice 
and road safety leaflets and 
videos. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams said: “The legend has 
it that our founder was involved 
in a ‘near miss’ with a young 
man in a sports car in 1932 and 
in response, a group of friends 
formed a club to encourage 
Care, Courtesy and Concentra¬ 
tion on the roads, to reduce the 
growing accident toll ... and so 
the Company of Veteran FlfSt edition 
Motorists was born. 

“There have been many motoring changes in our 80 years 
and we have played our part. From drink-driving and 
motorway speed limits to lighter evenings and driving with 
pets, we have moved with the times, but our aim is still the 
same: to keep motorists as safe as possible on the road.” 

To mark the occasion, GEM has found vintage cars, one 
from each of the last eight decades and will take them for a 
drive around the Newhouse Estate in Wiltshire. An article 
about the drive will appear in the next issue of GEM’s mag¬ 
azine Good Motoring. The piece will look at road safety facts 
and figures from the past 80 years. 

“It is really interesting to see in which decade new laws 
were introduced to make the roads safer for drivers and 
reduce accident rates,” Mr Williams said. “For example, in 
1958 Volvo was the first to introduce the seatbelt, but it 
wasn’t until 1983 that it became compulsory to wear one in 
the UK when in the front seat; something which is second 
nature to us these days.” 

Road safety history: 

1932 The Company of Veteran Motorists is founded, a 
year after the publication of the first Highway Code. 

1934 A 30mph limit is imposed in built-up areas. Zebra 
crossings are introduced. New drivers have to pass a test. 

1935 There are 35 million vehicles on the world’s roads. 
A 30mph speed limit is introduced for towns and villages. 

1939 Petrol rationing is introduced, allowing each 
motorist about 200 miles of motoring per month. 

1942 Theodore Porter from Clevedon in Somerset, joins 
the Company of Veteran Motorists. Seventy years later, at 
98, he is GEM’s longest-serving member. 

1950 The British government ends petrol rationing. 

1958 Volvo introduces the seatbelt. 

1959 The Ml ‘London to Birmingham’ motorway, the 
UK’s first is opened. 

1961 The ‘MOT’ is introduced for cars over 10 years old. 

1965 The Government introduces a 70mph maximum 
speed as a ‘four month experiment’. 

1967 The breathalyser is introduced. All cars sold in 
Britain must now be fitted with front seatbelts. 

1973 Motorists queue for petrol and speeds are restricted 
to 50mph to conserve national stocks and consumption. 

1978 The Mercedes Benz S-class becomes the first pro¬ 
duction car with ABS. 

1981 The Mercedes Benz S-class gets a driver airbag. 

1983 Front seatbelt use becomes compulsory in the UK. 

1986 The first speed camera was introduced, in Texas. 

1987 All new cars sold in the UK must now be fitted with 
rear seatbelts. 

1994 European crash test standards, later to become 
EuroNCAFj begin. 

2002 Finnish sausage heir Jussi Salonaja was caught 
driving at 50mph in a 25 zone.

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Roundabout etiquette 
cuts risk of crashing 


By Caroline Holmes 


1AM 
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THE HUMBLE roundabout, 
first introduced as a simple 
traffic calming measure, is 
now as much a feature of our 
roads as potholes and traffic 
jams. 

But we’re still not used to them. 
Last year there were almost 30,000 
injury-causing accidents at round¬ 
abouts. 

When approaching roundabouts, 
advanced drivers think ‘IPSGA’ - 
information, position, speed, gears, 
acceleration - the stages you should 
use to deal with any junction, bend or 
hazard. 

Bear these stages in mind when you 
approach a roundabout and you will 
reduce the risk of an accident. 

At roundabouts, it is useful to con¬ 
sider the whole thing as one manoeu¬ 
vre - that way you have a plan about 
which lane to be in, when to move into 
that lane, and what signals you expect 
to use. But you must be prepared to be 
flexible depending on the traffic. 

Information 

Look well ahead; check your 
mirrors so that you can identify any 
emerging problems well before you 
get there, and make sure you know 
who is behind and to either side of you. 
Signal in plenty of time. If there is 
nothing in front of you, try and iden¬ 
tify a gap in the traffic before you 
reach the junction. If you have at least 
one car in front of you, keep your 
attention on that vehicle until it’s 
your turn. 

Looking for gaps in the traffic 



Prepare a roundabout plan long before you reach the junction 


encourages you to move forward to 
catch the gap you would have gone for, 
sometimes forgetting the vehicle 
stopped in front of you. 

Position 

Choose your lane on the approach, 
according to which exit you’re taking. 
As a general rule use the left-hand 
lane if you’re taking a turning before 
12 o’clock, or going straight on, and 
use the right-hand lane if your exit is 
between 12 and six o’clock. Watch for 
any road markings guiding you, par¬ 
ticularly when lane discipline is con¬ 
fusing, and try to give other vehicles 
enough space. 

Speed 

Slow down smoothly to a speed 
that’s appropriate for the junction. If 
you can see the roundabout is clear, 
choose a speed that is suitable for 
going around the roundabout, but 
always be prepared to stop. 


Gears 

Once you’re at the right speed, 
select the correct gear. If you are 
reducing speed a lot, or coming to a 
halt, it is perfectly acceptable to block 
change down the gears in one go, for 
example by going from fourth to 
neutral. Adjust your speed early so 
that you have time to separate chang¬ 
ing speed from changing gear. 

Accelerate 

At a roundabout choose a gap in the 
traffic and accelerate smoothly into it 
- the same applies to any other junc¬ 
tion. Gently accelerating through a 
corner balances the car, so keep the 
power on as you go through the junc¬ 
tion. 

To avoid being rear-ended by 
another vehicle, brake early, and keep 
your foot lightly on the foot brake 
while stationary, to alert drivers 
approaching from behind.
